mark 'I'm niii on Literary 
Aspirants. 

Literature, liko the ministry, medi- 
cine, the law and all other occupations, 
is cramped and hindered for want of 
men to do the work, not want of work 
to do. When people tell you the re- 
verse they Bpeak that which is not true. 
If you desire to test this you need on- 
ly hunt Uji a lirst class editor, reporter, 
business manager, foreman of a shop, 
mechanic or artist in any branch of in- 
dustry and try to hire him. You will 
find that he is already hired. Ho is so- 
ber, industrious, capable and reliable 
and is always in demand, lie cannot 
get u day's holiday except, by courtesy 
of li it> employer, or of his city, or of the 
great general public. But if you need 
idlers, shirkers, half-instructed, unam- 
bitious and comfort seeking editors, 
reporters, lawyers, doctors and tnecban 
ics, apply anywhere. There are millions 
of them to be had at the dropping of a 
handkerchief. 

The young literary aspirant is a very, 
very curious creature, Ho knows that 
if he wished to become a tinner the 
master smith would require him to 
prove the possession of r good charact- 
er and would require him to promise 
to otay in the shop three years, possib- 
ly four, and would make him swejp 
out, bring water and build lircs all the 
first year, and let him learn to black 
stoves in the intervals, if he wanted 
to become a mechanic of any other kind 
he would have to uudergo this same 
tedious ill-paid apprentice ship, If he 
wanted to become a lawyer or a doctor, 
he would have to do fifty times worse, 
for he would get nothing at all during 
bis long apprenticeship, and in addi- 
tion would have to pay a large sum 
for tuition and have tho pleasure of 
boarding and clothing himself. The lit- 
erary aspirant knows all this, and yet 
he has hhe hardihood to present himself 
for reception into the literary guild and 
UBk to share its high honors and emol- 
uments without a single twelve months' 
apprenticeship to show in excuse foe 
his presumption, 

He would smile pleasantly if he 
were asked even to muke so simple a 
thing as a ton-cent dipper without pre- 
vious instruction in the art; but all 
green and ignorant, wordy, pompously 
assertive, ungramniatioal and with a 
vague distorted knowledge of men and 
the world, acquired in the back country 
village, he will serenely take up so dan- 
gerous a weapon as a pen and atttack 
the most formidable subject that fi- 
nance, commerce, war or politics c infill - 
nish him withal. It would be laugh- 
able if it were not so sad and no piti- 
aole. The poor fellow would not in 
trudo upon tho tin shop without an ap 
prenticeship, but is willing to seize and 
wiold with unpracticed hand, an in 
strument which is able to overthrow 
dynasties, change religions and decree 
the weal or woe of nations.

Those Who Show the VisiTtios Thuouc h 
the Great HAlls of Con cress. 

The guides at the Capitol says the 
Washington Hatchet, are reaping a 
golden harvest from the bridal boom 
that is now in full biooin. Tho excel- 
lent example set by the chief executive 
is having its good effects throughout 
the country, and all the charmed 
couples focus on Washington. 

The guides say tho bridal parties are 
their best customers, and frequently 
drop a crisp $f> noto into their hands 
after being shown tho sights. This 
class of visitors is the delight of the 
oicerones for another reason — they get 
tired much sooner than other travelers 
and want to go buck to their lintels 
and their honeymoon. Occasionally a 
couple from the rural retreats stray in 
holding hands and swapping bites from 
the samo apple. They don't want any 
one to show them about, and only 
want to say they have been to Con- 
gress. Oftentimes these green couples 
are caught kissing as they slowly seek 
the domo by thu winding stairways. 

Speaking of the guides, they are a 
polite set of fellows, and make their 
money by hard work. Some days they 
strike rich, but other days they Jo not 
make enough to pay for bread and but- 
ter. The leave their fee gent rally to 
the generosity of the visitor, and 
usually get a pretty fair compensation 
for their long tramps and stereotyped 
descriptive speeches —things they have 
said a thousand times. When they get 
a good big party who know what the 
proper thing is they make it pay pret- 
ty well; but sometimes they will spend 
three or four hours showing several 
persons around, and then be handed 
50 cents, or, perchance, a Bland cart 
wheel. 

There are dark spots in their t mad- 
mill lives. Some people have an idea 
that these people are furnished by the 
Government pro bonopublico, because 
they wear a little metal badge bearing 
the" legend "Capitol Guide," and kick 
at the mention of a fee, 

Formerly there were only bix guides, 
but the number has been doubled, lack- 
ing one, by the pressure for places. 
After all they have not as fat places as 
one might imagine. The receipts will 
run from $50 to §75 a month. Sixty 
dollars would be a fair average. Their 
hours aru from 'J in the morning until 
4:30 in the afternoon. Business does 
not begin, as a rule, before 10 and is 
over by ;S The reception days at the 
White House knock a big hole in the 
receipts. It takes about an hour and a 
half to sec the building thoroughly. 

Then the distinguished men in both 
houses of Congress must be pointed out 
and their peculiarities narrated. The 
guides say that Gibson of Maryland 
and Toole, the delegate from Montana, 
are considered tho handsomest men in 
the House of Representatives by n ma- 
jority of visitors. Randall, Reed and 
Carlisle are asked for as soon as the 
visitor gets into the gallery. Gen. Lo- 
gan is the lirst asked for in the Senate, 
but is nearly always recognized from 
his pictures if he happens to be within 
sight, Butler, Dolph and Mitchell are 
set down as the best-looking senators 
by the visiting sovereigns. 

Englishmen are the best customers. 
They come in a running walk in a 
great hurry, and "doing of America in 
a fortnight, don't you know," and 
eagerly impure for a guide as soon as 
they cross the thresholds. They want 
only the principal points, and pay well 
and" rush out. They are usually as- 
tounded at the magnii ude of the Cap- 
itol building, and speak of the country 
as a "giant" and of Washington as the 
most beautiful and wonderful city in 
tho world. The foreigners, however, 
often criticise the paintings anil statues 
us crude. 

The guides have queer experiences 
with all . Borts of people. One one occa- 
sion three well -dressed, cosmopolitan- 
looking New Yorkers took a guide for 
three hours. At the close of their 
rounds each man went deep down into 
his pocket, and, fishing up a nickel, 
handed it to the amazed cicerone in the 
most matter-of-fact way, and without 
a traco of fun in their faces. The as 
touished guide looked at the three 
coins a second and said: 

"Gentlemen, 1 always treat •-••ben 1 
am paid thus liberally. Let's go be- 
low." 

The trio readily accepted the invita 
tion, and followed their friend to the 
restaurant. When they got through 
with tifty cents' worth of refreshments 
each ono of the three handed over a 
dollar, and the laugh came in. 

An Lrishman|came in oneday and .was 
escorted to the "echo block," in slutu 
ary hall. He said it was wonderful, 
but they had one at the Lakes of Ivil- 
larney that could boat it. "Why," suit! 
he, "when you say "How do you doC 
over that stone in the mild country, it 
answers, "Pretty well, I thank you." 
That finished the guide up in one 
round. One man wanted to know who 
wus president before Washington. The 
visitors are >il way interested in the im- 
ages of Ben Butler, Senator Edmunds, 
the monk's face, the "sleeping beauty," 
etc., traced in the "pudding stone" or 
Potomac marble pillows in statuary 
hall. They stand in awe before the sar- 
eopahagus chiseled from Washington's 
body, Mid open their mouths al tho in- 
tricacies of the ventilating apparatus, 



which is only rivaled by the "chin 
music" of the guide. 

Bridal couples always want to go to 
the dome, and the groom invariably 
gives his arm to his adorable. "Old 
married folks" go it alone. 

The guides show about ten thousand 
persons through annually. They lose 
a great deal of money by visitors hav- 
ing acquaintances and relatives in tho 
Cupitoi, who are brought into service. 
Members of Congress often employ the 
guides to tako their constituency over 
the tracks, as they have not the time, 
and cheerfully pay rather than be trou- 
bled with the tiresome task. 

The guides are appointed by the 
Sergoant-at-arnis of Congress ami the 
architect of the Capitol, in the same 
manner as the Capitol police. 

THE BRUSSELS MYSTERY. 

Portions of a Woman's remains Found 
on the Road. 

Brussels, July 9. — A few days ago 
intense excitement was created in St. 
Giles, a suburb of this city, by the find- 
ing of portions of a woman's body and i 
some underclothing of a verv rich des- I 
cription. The police took the case in 
hand and have cleared up the mystery. 
It appears the victim was an unmarried 
woman, an assistant In a city shop. 
Being in trouble and wishing to con- 
ceal the fact she went to Madame Kod- 
elet, who agreed to perform an opera- 
ation on her to procure an abortion. 
The patient died and Madame Rodelet, 
with the assistance of her lover, named 
Masquelier, cut up the corpse, and 
placing the different portions, except 
the head, in bags, dropped them into a 
ditch near the highway, where they were 
discovered. Masquelier, who has made 
a full confession, believes that Madame 
Rodelet destroyed the woman's head by 
burning it in a stove. 

YOUNOSTOWN, O. , July 10. —A corroa- 
pondont sends from North Jackson, this 
county, the following story: Karly this 
week seven Turks, with a p^ck of trained 
boars, which wore kept muzzled, were 
camping near tho village. Ono morning u 
young woman, ono of the party, with her 
four- week-idd baby, was sent out to beg 
victuals for breakfast. Charity was cold 
and ulnae, and the men enraged at her 
ill succoas, snatched the babe from her 
arms and threw it to their unmuzzled 
bears. They devoured the infant instant- 
ly. The mother's acroams brought some 
farmers to tho camp. She stated what had 
occurred. The indignant farmers began 
to talk vongeanco, whon the men said 
that the baby was doad whon it was fed 
to the bears. The story was not believed, 
as an hour before tho child was seen 
alive. Later on in the day an effort was 
made to find the Turku, but they hud 
fled.

THE EXPULSION OF THE 
PRINCES. 

If tho French republic ia (o simply 
an nrbitrary monarchy, without stability 
or security, France will soon sou that she 
has taken foolish step in substituting tho 
tyranny of tho masses for tho authority of 
u monarch and in sacrificing her monarch- 
icial grandeur to a rule which ia always 
rustless and troublesomo, and which ia 
gradually taking from her the libertiea in 
tho name of which it was founded. As re- 
gards tho nmnifoato of tho Oorato do Par- 
is, it had the rare fortune of exasperat- 
ing both the Jacobins and the mummies 
of Divine right, of being attacked as vio- 
lently by tho supporters of thu red flag as 
by tho antediluvian survivors of the white 
Mag. This is a double triumph, and it is 
diflieult to say on which of the two suc- 
cesses tho illustrious exile is most to be 
congratulated. As might he expected, 
the republican newspapers argue that the 
manifesto justilies expulsion, and that in 
taking the position of a pretender he ab- 
solves his proscribes. This reasoning is 
astounding. It is as if a man accused of 
murder attempted to justify what he had 
done by saying that his victim called him 
:m assassin at the moment when he was 
plunging the dagger into his body. The 
Cumfe de I'aris could not be asked to 
shout "Vive la Republiquo !" from 
the deck of the steamer carry- 
ing him into exile. He could 
not be expected to approve the iniquitous 
measure by his silence, nor to declare him- 
self an ordinary citizen, seeing that if he 
was such a citizen this had not prevented 
him from being banished. Prince Na- 
poleon, moreover, though accepting the 
republic, was nevertheless banished also. 
The Uomte de Paris was, therefore, 
obliged to look forward to tho iuoa of re- 
turning aB a prince, inasmuch as ho was 
expelled as a citizen, and defied tne pri- 
mordial right of living like the humblest 
of his fellow-citizens on the soil of his 
fatherland. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the Li. .- 
don Times says: The manifesto has 
made a groat impression. Hundreds of 
thousands of copies were sold in Paris 
on Friday, and tho intelligence from the 
provinces shows that tho manifesto has 
made a "sensation" all over France. The 
banishment has had much to do with thiB, 
for the measure is really repugnant to the 
natural generosity of the nation; but 
among the lower classes, below Gam- 
botta's "nouvelles couchos," the expul- 
sion has been applauded, and the mani- 
festo condemned. The government evi- 
dently has with it the masses who are 
fond of violence, and their support may 
keep it a good while in uflice; but in 
France, as elsewhere, no power can 
be permanent if all the upper and 
middle classes are adverse to its 
possessors. The folly of the measure 
is, that it has sovored tho remaining 
linkB of these classes with the Republic, 
which must henceforth loan on tl>o popu- 
lace, and be impelled by it into extreme 
courses. The gulf now opened between 
the supporters o( a tolerant policy and 
those of repression will accelerate the ac- 
cession of M. Oltfmenceau. This acces- 
sion was impossible a fortnight ago ; but 
the Freycinet law makes it possible, and 
even necjasary for the Republican party. 
A new policy calls for new men. M. de 
Freycinet had hesitations which M, G\6- 
menceau will not have. Tho former ex- 
pelled; tho latter will suppress. It was 
impossible to calculate what M. de Frey- 
cinet would do, whereas everybody knows 
what M. CMmonceau will do; and 
ub he ia too ambitious to miss 
his chances, he ascended the tribune 
yesterday to Bhuw that M. de 
Froyoinet'a inheritance devolved upon 
him. lie has not waited like tho (Jomto 
de Paris to bo marked out by banish- 
ment, ti>ut has taken pattern by Napoleon 
who orowned himself; and ho is quite 
right. To have a thing well done, do it 
yourself. M. do Freycinet, moreover, 
is now so discredited, even with those 
whom he fancied he was serving, that he 
is incapablo of resisting, oven to save the 
fragile crown for which ho ban sacrificed 
everything. 

THE CANADIAN ACADEMY. 

A collection of about ]30 pictures was 
gent from Canada to form part of the 
colonial art gallery in the Albert Hull. 
Many timid Bpiiits folt that Canada was 
bo youiiu a country, and its art education 
bo meagre, that it. waa to aay the least im- 
prudent to lay tho works of Canadian ar- 
tists Bido by side with the masterpieces 
of tho English painters . The experiment 
has, however, been tried, and all critics 
concur in paying that the Dominion has 
no reason to feel ashamed of its exhibit. 
Canada has, it hua been conceded, done 
itself intinite credit, and perhaps no fea- 
ture of the exhibition is more highly re- 
garded by visitors than tho Canadian art 
gallery. One beauty of tho exhibit is 
that the paintings are nearly all the work 
of Dominion talont, dealing with homo 
subjects, distinctly Canadian in fact. For 
this reason tho collection has an educa- 
tional etl'ect upon the British mind notiur- 
pa»ed|by any portion of the Canadian dis- 
play in tho exhibition. As Lord Lainls- 
downe some time ago truly aaid, "Glass 
cases full of specimens snd samples are 
well and good, but they leave in the mind 
u void only to be filled by pictures show- 
ing something of the outward appuarances 
of the districts in which tlieao commo- 
dities are produced. ." Tho collection 
was made almost entirely at Ottawa, from 
tho annual exhibition of the Royal Cana- 
dian Academy. To the Princess Louise 
and Lord Lorno are.our thanks mainly due 
for tho establishment of tho academy. 
Tho National Gallery of Canada and the 
Royal Canadian Academy wore both 
founded by them six years ago, and the 
Princess haB horBolf lavished her skill on 
Canadian subjects, more especially in and 
around historic Quebec. Canada must 
alwaya fool itaolf under a doop obligation 
to the vico-rogal pair for tho great work 
they havo done in tho furtherance of art 
culture in the Dominion. The proaont 
govornor-gonoral has, too, done hia part 
in moulding the aontimout of the people 
towards high and noblo thingB, and has 
materially assisted in advancing tho in- 
terests of Canada in that direction. He 
is a generous patron, and b zealous 
worker, and as chairman of tho selection 
committee ho has shown much critical 
taato in the choice of paintings for the 
exhibition, now doing us so much credit 
in London. Tho Canadian government 
has realized tho necessity of a national 
art gallery, and we confidently anticipato 
the building of a permanent gallory in 
the near future The Royal Canadian 



Academy, in spite of much jeering and 
many difficulties, has hcon a great sue- 
cobb, evidenced by the faot that Cana- 
dian artists arc now fairly well repre- 
sented in the principal gallcriua of 
Europe. 

T11E GLOBE AND THE RAILWAY. 

An evening paper says : "Tho Hamil- 
ton Spectator, Montreal Herald and 
other eastern influential journals have 
been congratulating the Toronto Globe on 
an improvement in its attitude towards 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
since the completion of the enterprise. 
The congratulations are no doubt honest- 
ly deserved, saya thu Winnipeg Sun, or 
they would not bo forthcoming from such 
sources. Certainly the time for discuss- 
ing the policy to have pursued in con- 
structing the railroad, or indulging in 
gloomy speculations as to it a earning 
I powers has passed." To show how "hon- 
estly" tho compliment is "deserved" wo 
quote from the Globe of the 13th inst. : 
"They who loaded the country with the 
cost of the road Bhould havo no room for 
! doubt that it will benefit the taxpayers 
! inexpressibly. Resides, nothing can be 
more important thsn to tench the world 
that Oananians are dauntless. Thii will 
, bo amply proved by the spectacle of a 
railway 2,500 miles long operated on the 
: strength of a traffic with about 150,000 
I people. .Such a thing was never tried be- 
fore, and is unlikely ever to be tried 
J again. The business of the main line will 
1 be exactly that required to supply the 
j needs and move the products of the in - 
habitants of Manitoba, the Northwest and 
British Columbia, who are, altogether, 
; about uk numerous as the people of To - 
ronto and her suburbs. When the world 
appreciates this fact it will acknowledge 
that Canadians aie not afraid to under- 
take any expenditure — a reputation high- 
ly valuable to debtors and borrowers. 
Further, the existence of the road will 
show exclusively thai the people of Can- 
i ada are not mercenary, for no one can say 
that they had any reason to suppose it 
would put money in their pockets. " The 
! above extruct ought to convince people 
that the Globe appreciates the road and 
the government that built it. 

THE UNHOLY COMPACT. 



Mr. Heaven's Pari in llic Con- 
ference. 

To tiik Editor:— My attention has 
been directed to an article in tho Indus- 
I trial News stating that Messrs. Duval, 
1 Blackett and R. T. Williams met at my

ENGLAND. 

London, July 20.— In the Dilke case 
tho court was crowded today. Tho 
evidence was the most interesting yet 
given. Mrs. Crawford testified that she 
confessed alio disliked her husband be- 
came ho was too old; that Bhn loved Fos- 
ter bocatiso ho was handsomo and pleas- 
ing; and that she committed adultery 
with I hike for tho purpose of obtaining a 
divorce from hor husband. Sho spared 
Foster as far as possible because she knew 
ho waa about to marry. Under strict 
cross examination she confessed that she 
had committed adultery only with Dilke 
and Foster, exculpating two other so- 
ciety men. Tho remarkable feature was 
that when Mrs. Crawford was asked the 
question, for instance, with regard to the 
French view of the vice of adultery, etc , 
she answered, with thu utmost calmness: 
"Yes, yes," and even smiled, allowing 
that she was naturally an abandoned 
woman, who ralher gloried in her shame. 
MrB. Crawford spoke iti soft, pleasing 
tones, damaging Dilke without exculpat- 
ing herself. 

The evidence given to-day produced a 
deep impression. Its directness*, clearness 
and circumstantial minuteness, convinced 
all of its truth. Dilke's refusal to deny 
any liaison with Mrs. Crawford's mother 
is attributed to the open nature of tho 
scandal rendering denial impossible. The 
conduct of Mrs. Crawford and her two 
sistera in court was marked by their un- 
seemly levity in laughing and talking to- 
gether. 

Adverse criticisms of the lecture deliv- 
ered by tho liov. Henry Ward Ileecher 
last evening appear in several papers. 
The Pall Mall Gazette says: "Mr. Beech- 
er did not have a first class Bend-off. Tho 
hall was not filled and the great platform 
was empty. The applause was hearty 
but lacked fervency. This waa partly due 
to the character of the audience and the 
high admission fee charged being a bar 
to the presence of the people." 

After a cabinet mooting Mr. Gladstone 
held a reception in the Council hall to a 
number of his frieuds, including Baron 
Wolverton, Lord Granville, Lord Rose- 
bory, Baron Monaor and Arnold Morley. 
Mr. Gladstone referred in despondent 
terms to hia falling powers stating that ho 
would be unable to light in the face of 
an embittered parliament. Ho would do 
his beat, but he urged his followers to 
prepare to rely on other leaders. 

UNITED STATES. 

San Fbanoiboo, Oal., duly 20 —Dur- 
ing tho examination of Chinese passen- 
gers on tho stoamor BolrJc, to-day, sur- 
veyor Tenner discovered five atowaways. 
They atatod that they had paid tho baker 
and pantryman to smuggle them in. Thu 
captain ordered the alleged bribetakers to 
be placed in irons.

London, July 20— At a cabinet moot- 
ing this afternoon, it was dooided to im- 
mediately place their reaignations in the 
hands of the queen. Tho meeting was hold 
at Gladstone's official residence in Down- 
ing street, which was crowded with peo- 
ple . 

RUSSIA. 

Warsaw, July l'J. — A seorot nihilist 
meeting was surprised by the police hero 
to day. In tho Bcrimmage which ensued 
two detectives were killed. Many arrests 
were made. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 18 — Le Paris publishes an 
interview between 0110 of its correspond- 
ents and Mr. Gladstone, in which the 
latter is reported assaying: "Tho liberals 
who follow mo and tho Irish members 
constitute a compact minority, whoBO wish 
it is impossible to disregard, because 
among tho victors tiro aome who perhaps 
are less indisposed than is believed to en- 
ter tho path of thorough reform for Ire- 
land. If 1 listened to the warning of ago 
I would retire from public life, but would 
be committing a guilty action in abandon- 
ing tho field after raiaing ao much ire, 
and inapiring so many hopes, if I did not 
seek to appease one and satisfy the other. 
1 havo worked all my life to deliver a 
suffering people, and I moan to die as 1 
havo lived. 

1'arih, July 20. — In Marseilles limt eveu- 
ing mobs attacked the oillceH of the royal- 
ist papers. A Gen d'ArmeB defended the 
buildings successfully, preventing rioters 
j from carrying out their purposes of Hacking 
I the premises. Mobs then turned on the 
Gen d'Armes and a severe light ensued, 
'the police and soldiers together overpow- 
ered the rioters and restored order. A 
number of rioters and many police and 
soldiers were wounded. 

CANADA. 
Halifax, July 20. — A party of royal en- 
gineers under tho command of Lieut. -Col. 
O'Brien left here yesterday for llritish 
Columbia. TUey go to look over the 
ground with a view to reporting to the im- 
perial authorities as to the best manner of 
fortifying the Pacific- coast.

Seizure of a Pleasure Yacht by the Can- 
adian Officials. 

Montreal, J ul y L3. — Sir Roderick 
Oameron, a well known merchant of 
New York, left here yesterday for Ot- 
tawa to see tho Miiiiuter of Customs 
recording thft seienra of his pleasure 
yacht at Bucotoucbe, N. B. Sir Rod- 
erick has a fishing cottage at Tailousac, 
Quebec, when- ho passes several 
months every summer fishing ami hunt- 
ing. He arrived there u few days ago 
in company with a number <>£ New 
York friends, and sent bis yacht 
around by sea in charge of the oaptain, 
Sir Roderick's son being ulso on board, 
On the voyage she encountered some 
heavy weather, losing her jibboom and 
springing her mast, and she was forced 
to put iuto Bucotoucbe for repairs. 
Here she was seized by the cufatotns 
authorities, on the ground that she had 
infringed the customs regulations be- 
cause she had not the neceasery papers. 
It appears that the captain had in his 
possession the usual license issued to 
yachts, by the United States Secretary 
of State, which entitles thein to enter 
and leave any British port without re- 
porting to the custom-house, but he 
failed to show his papers and a tine of 
8-100 was imposed on him. The cus- 
toms officials also seized a quantity of 
lime, crockery and other articles which 
wore being conveyed for the use of the 
house at Tadousao. These were subse- 
quently released on the payment of 
.$'2o to reimburse the officer for his 
trouble in making the, seiiure. Sir Rod- 
erick has refused to pay tho tine of 
$400. George W. Stevens, the mem- 
ber from Montreal, accompanied Sir 
Roderick to protest against the seizure, 
which he says is illegal and arbitrary.

Tin: Tall-hut Kijhidkm.'e in tiik 
World.— New York, July 2. — The 
tallest residence in the world is now in 
litigation. It. is the Osborne Apartment 
House, mid it measures 200 feet from 
the sidewalk level to the roof. Liko 
most of the enormous French Hat build 
ings in this city, it has been a finan- 
cial failure, returning less than 2 pur 
cent, on the investment, of 81,250,000. 
The lawsuit is over a contract under 
which it was to have been sold by 
Thomas Osborn to the wife of Gen. 
Charles 0. Dodge. Tho lofty structure 
stands on an elovated site in Seventh 
avenue, near Central Park, and it 
makes the neighboring church spires 
look mean and small. As the new law 
forbids the erection of houses in New 
York more than a hundred feet high, 
and as similar restrictions are in force 
in European cities, the Osborne is 
likely to retain its altitudinous pre- 
eminence. — ( 'on: Si.

Excellent as pasture ia for many pur- 
poses, there aro others for which it is in- 
ferior unless supplemented by something 
else. It is doubtful whether alone it ia a 
perfect ration for any stuck excepting 
milch cows, and thou only for a brief 
time. Early in tho spring the grasi is too 
watery. Later in summer tho seed Btalks 
appear, and then it is coarso and hard. 
A hog ia a very difficult animal to 
: doctor. It i» obstinate, and when this 
: takes thu form of refusing to eat it is al- 
most helpless. The prevalence of cholera 
i among swine makes hog-keepers naturally 
suspicious of every disease, and if one 
! pig is sick, no matter from what cause, 
j no time should be lost in separating the 
i others by removing them at once to a 
I fresh pasture. If a pig is sick, look to the 
iaauea in its furologa. If thoao are oloaed 
j thoy should be opened at once. No hog 
can be healthy unless these outlets for 
the removal of offensive matter are run- 
ning freely. 
Someone, in describing a mode) hog pas- 
1 ture, mentions as one grand requisite, a 
j small stream of water that will afford wal- 
, lowing places. This may do very well 
where swine plague lias never been kuowu, 
these small streams are among the sm est 
means of ils continuance and spread. l'u- 
wareof sluggish streams and pools of stand- 
ing water, particularly toward the latter 
pari of the suuimer and fall. Keep tho 
Logs away from" all such places, and see 
that they are supplied with good water 
daily. 

A pig will learn to drink milk aa early 
us will a calf, if from any cause it cannot 
got a sufficient supply from its dam. 
Many sows have more pies than thoy have 
teals, hence feeding one or more becomes 
a necessity. It will be best to feed 
several times a day, and only a little at a 
time at first. If the row is confinod in 
tho pen he should be liberally fed and 
with a large proportion of skim milk. 
When tho pigs aro two weeks old they 
may be fed a little milk in a yard adjoin- 
ing the pen, whore they can eat by them- 
selves. Throw a few handfuls of oata for 
the aow. The piga will soon learn from 
her to pick up the grains, which will bo 
excellent for malting strong, healthy 
growth, and the oata aro probably tho 
beat grain feed to make the sow give an 
abundance of milk. 

A Curious Chi tic *e Custom, 

There is a curious custom practiced in 
Northern China of using hoi water every 
morning to wash the face and bunds. Men, 
women and children must have a basin of 
clean, hoi water when they get up, or beforo 
they eut their breakfast, in which to bathe 
face and bunds at least. Rveu beggars 
have hot wilier or use none at all. Boasona 
do not affect the custom; in summer, when 
one would think a cold bath would 
be grateful hot water iH used all the same. 
No one would iiiHiilt bifrguest by offering 
cold water to wash in, Tho water is 
almost scalding hot and the towel 
for wiping is first used as a wash- 
rag. City people use little cakes of soap 
which remove dirt hotter than foreign 
soap. Country people aro often too poor 
to buy it, or it ia not convenient tu get. 
Foreigners think this hot water bathing 
weakens the oyoa; certainly no one can 
live in China without noticing tho num- 
ber of caeca of sore oyoa which ho boos. 
I tell the people to try the effects of cold 
water bathing ; but the proscription is 
usually considered too sevoro, or, not be- 
ing a medicine, too simple to try. In 
winter the Chinese wear no gloveB or mit- 
tens, but protect themselves with long 
sleeves, otherwise this hot water bathing 
would be the occasion of much suffering 
roiii ch appod bauds also, — J, O., in Her-- 
lldoj Health.

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THE CELEBRATED ENGLISH 
THOUGHT BEaDEK, 

Tln> Object of II is Visit v<> 
Iti'ilisll Columbia. 



To the majority of our readers the 
name of Mr. Stuart Cumberland-— from 
the celebrity which its owner obtained 
first in England and then abroad — must 
be well known. Mr. Cumberland, who 
is staying at tho Driard, is but 29 years 
of age and an Englishman by birth, was 
educated at Oxford and originally intend- 
ed to enter the army; but after leaving 
tho University ho developed a marked 
tustn and aptitude for a literary life. In 
conversation with a representative of this 
paper Mr. Cumberland mentioned that 
ho first discovered his power of thought 
reading entirely by accident. Tho occa 
sion wsb when ho waa visiting tho Dean 
of Lichfield. One morning after break - 
fust the Dean was conversing on tho fac- 
ulty of "willing" — tho ability of one to 
detormtno tho thoughts of another, when 
he asked Mr. Cumberland if ho thought, 
it woro possible tor a person's thoughts to 
bo road. Tho latter replied that he 
thought he had some such power him- 
self, and agreed to allow n test. The 
Deans accordingly brought his mind to 
boar wholly in one particular direction; 
and Mr. Cumberland tool; him by the 
hand and led him to his (the bean's) 
study, proceeding directly to a bust of 
Lady Augusta Stanley, wife of the Dean 
of Westminster, which w.ia the object of 
which the Dean had thought.' 

In answer to the query: "Were you 
yourself not astonished at your succosa /" 
Mr. C. replied: "I was not surprised, be- 
cause the thought entered my mind as 
aoon as 1 grasped the hand of the Dean; 
and yet it waa the lirst time that 1 had 
tried tho experiment. Since then, how- 
ever, 1 have illustrated my power, as you 
aro doubtless aware, in many countries 
and upon many people, and with, 1 am 
pleased to say, almost unvarying success." 

"Havo you ever become aware that 
a subject is attempting to defeat your ef- 
fort — that he is, while seemingly acquies- 
cent, antagonistic i" 

"Yes; but no gentleman ever did 
that — only cads ; and the very 
knowledge ol their intention is imparted to 
me by tho fact that it is for the time being 
their ruling thought. Von may have heard 
that 1 succeeded in tracing the outline ol 
an elephant which H. 1!. H. t Lie Prince of 
Wales had in his mind while at the same 
time grasping my hand, Tin- tracing con- 
cluded, the prince upou examining i t 
laughingly remarked that the elephant of 
which ho wus thinking had been minus a 
tail — which appendage had been cut off as 
a trophy. In the drawing the tail wus rep- 
resented by a mere jstump." 

On other occasion, when Mr. Cumber- 
land was at dinner with the Marquis of 
Lome, the latter said that he was going to 
think of something outside of the house. 
The "something" was a pet Moose deer 
which was triumphantly produced and ex- 
hibited to the guests. The success of this 
experiment created such an excitement that 
later the Crown Prince of Austria when 
about to put the thought reader's powers to 
the test, said: "I have no moose deer to 
think of, but 1 will select something else." 
Binding a handkerchief around his eyes 
Mr. Cumberland proceeded down the pas- 
sages, grasping the crown prince by tho 
band; until coming upon a large black dog, 
the animal was pointed out as the subject 
of tho prince's thoughts. 

"When you first started out on the search 
did you have a definite idea of what you 
were looking for?" 

Mr. Cumberland: "1 merely had a no- 
tion of what the prince was thinking, winch 
became more distinct as tbo animal was 
noared, although uutil the dog growled I 
was not aware of its presence." My 
practice is to bandage my eyes, take the 
patient by the hand and. then start oil' with 
a rush in tho direction of tho object of tin- 
thought. 

While in Egypt lust year in an audience 
with the Khedive, Mr. Cumberland divined 
a word ia Arabic, thought of by the Khe- 
dive (though Mr. C. himself is unacquaint- 
ed with that language). Tho word was 
"Abbas," tho name of tho Khedive's hoii 
and, with the date 1371, was written out in 
the Arabic form, 

OTHKK OCCULT POWKRS. 

Mr Cumberland stated most emphat- 
ically his disbelief in what is known as 
clairvoyancy; the power of divination he 
exercised not presenting itself in a 
luminant form, but rather causing him to 
act upon tho impression that came to 
him. The subject of spiritualism Mr. C. 
said he would rut her not discuss; as 
every investigation ho had made into it 
had always been attended with the same 
result, viz. , an exposi of the buffionery 
of ono of the greatest shams ever foisted 
upon a credulous public. 

HIND, AS H THOUGHT, ItKADI NO. 

Mention, during the interview having 
been made of Mr. Cumberland's power 
as "mind reading," that gentleman ex- 
plained that the claim to tho power of 
mind reading implied a knowlodge of the 
abstract workings of tho mind, whereas 
the faculty of thought reading, as ex 
hibited in himself, tvaa merely an illus- 
tration of a pyschological power or gift of 
divining the thought of a person when 
that person's mind was concentrated upon 
that one idea. The workings of a person's 
mind or the subject of his thoughts if 
diversified, Mr. Cumberland does not — 
nor does ho believe any can justly -pre - 
tend to guess; and what is more, even if 
the mind be apparently wholly directed 
in ono particular channel, tho subject of 
the thought cannot bo divined if the 
patient bo antagonistic to ita rovelation. 
And this is so because the desire to de- 
feat the attempt will distract the atten- 
tion from the ono thought and tmutralizo 
the roBult, — will, in fact, predominate, as 
unconscious over conscious thoughts al- 
ways do. 

Mil. Cumberland's journey. 
But though Mr. Cumberland was good 
enough to relate tho above examples and 
processes, an exposition of his wonderful 
gift occupies no part of the object of his 
travels. Those latter havo originated in 
a desire, by social intercourse with the 
statesmen of various countries, to becomo 
better and practically acquainted with 
Uio nature of tho political questions of 
tho day. As a profession ho has for two 
yoars paHt discontinued ihu exercise of 
his power of thought reading and is quali- 
fying for a political career. Ha is an 
ardent advocate of Imperial Federation, 
believing that it is the only truo band 
that will perpetuate in a lasting form tho 
greatness that Britain has through many 
generations so hardly fought for and so 
nobly ournt. Regarding the Canadian 
Pacific railway from a political stand- 
point he recognizes the importance of its 
maintenance aB a means uf western com- 
munication and transport between Eng- 
land and her eastern possessions; and has 
Dome here solely for the purpose of writ- 
ing up, for tho EBngliih and Australian 
papers for which he is correspondent, Ihu 



vast possibilities of tho groat traus con- 
tinental line. 

A number of citizons have already call- 
ed upon Mr. Cumberland requesting a 
public exhibition of his thought reading 
powers; and it ia posaiblo that an oppor- 
tunity will bo furnished for all who may 
wish to witness the manifestation of this 
most mysterious faculty. 

Theatrical Notes. 

Charles D. Davis, the well-known ex- 
hibitor of several off colored diamonds 
and tho theatrical doings of Alvin Joslin, 
a Yankee farmer, was arrested in New 
York lately at tho instance of his alleged 
wife, Mrs. Jennie Davis, who seeks a 
divoroo. Davis gave a cortifisd check for 
85,000 as a bond for his appearance and 
wos released. 

Thirty thousand people witnessed the 
performance in tho immense Bull Circus 
at Nimea, Franco, two weeks ago, but tho 
elnctric lights went out soon after the 
performance begun and, owing to the de- 
fective apparatus, could not be re-lit. The 
people began rioting and tore down the 
fitting of the circus, after which they 
burned them in the arena. Troopj had 
to bo called to restore order, which thoy 
only succeeded in doing after a desperate 
conflict with tho people, many of whom 
were wounded and arrest od. 

It is relutod that after George 0. Miln's 
recent declaration in Chicago that he hud 
been a clergyman and was now proud of 
having becomo an actor, one of his hoar- 
ers expressed his astonishment that an 
ex-parson could bo guilty of such a pul- 
pable falsehood. 

Mrs. Langtry is anxious to build a 
theatre in New York city, and late reports 
have it that Mr. Frodorick Gobhurdt, of 
that city, is to assist her ill her under- 
taking. 

Emily Soldeno, who will bo remem- 
bered as the atur of "Genevieve de Bra- 
bant," when first presented in England 
many years ago, proposes to try it again 
in,America next aoaaon.

Hits Home ahd familv Relics before Ban- 
ishment. 



Priticie Victor, in consequence of tie 
event which brought about the breach 
with his father and an open disagree- 
ment vrilh llio Empress, sot up a separ- 
ate establishment in Paris, and his 
mode of life there in by no means unin- 
teresting. Kin house, No. 64 of the 
Rue tie Monceau, is a new building of 
goodly appearance, and there during 
the whole of the last winter the Prince 
entortained overy Thursday evening, 
in receptions unpretendingly called "at 
homes. " On other days, besides his in 
titn'ates, Messieurs Levert, father and 
aon, Xavier Feuillant Julibois, the 
Marquis de la Valette, and a few 
young men comrades of law chid hood, 
lie readily received any one desirous of 
paying respects to him, 

On these occasions after ringing a 
call boll on the left of the porta cocliire, 
the visitor was introduced by a foot- 
man in full livery (were it over so 
early) into a spacious vestibule or hall 
hung with heavy deep-red Turkish fab- 
rics embroidered in gold. Three broad 
steps lead into the dining-room with 
walls paneled in leather, oaken furni- 
ture and square ornamentation. A few 
minutes later you pass into the apart- 
ment" allotted to the Secretary of the 
Prince, who receives you courteously 
and kindly, On the mantelpiece ia a 
bust of Napoleon I, by Chaulet, fac 
ing it the splendid painting by Lepic, 
representing the moving of the coffin 
of Napoleon 111, from the Or on tea to 
:ho Enchantress; near by stands a cab 
inet with glass doors, containing 
many family relies' labeled with des- 
criptive bits of parchment; over it a 
bust of the Prince Imperial after death, 
by Epincey. The half closed eye, the 
slightly parted Hps, the head leaning 
heavily to the shoulder, recall the pose 
of Christ on the Gross, lleie and there 
on the walls hang likenesses of the Im- 
perial family; in the center of tho room 
is a palm in a huge brass stand of In- 
dian workmanship; a number of news 
papers are scattered about, the most 
read being apparently copies of the 
Intrarmgeant and the Figaro. Mean- 
while the Secretary having announced 
the visitor to the Prince, ushers him in- 
to the private salon, calling out his 
name, and retires. 

Prince Victor's apartment lius the 
name somewhat, austere character. Be- 
tween the windows his desk, laden with 
papers, letters, portraits and the like, 
faces two immense trophies on a crim- 
son ground, compound of historical or 
rare weapons. Above surmounting hoi- 
mets of the carabineers and cuirassiers 
of the empire, hangs aloft a tattored 
flag, a heroic rag snatched from soma 
hattle-tiold and saved by some un- 
known hero. Elsewhere more anus, 
aud the sword Napoleon III carried at 
Sedan. Hound the room long bookcases 
tilled with disordered volumes, reveal- 
ing frequent consultation, and also the 
tastes and bent of mind of their owner. 
Conspicuous are the "Annuaire Mili- 
taire," the works of the German Etat 
Major, Italian tecnioal treaties, the 
lives of the two Napoleons and every 
book concerning them, with works on 
mathematics, geography and strategy, 

in ouo window are all the requisite 
materials and tools for architectural 
models. The furniture is scanty, so 
that the eye is all the more readily ar- 
rested by an immense screen of red 
cloth, to which are fastened all the 
plastrons of the second Imperial tluard. 
On the mantelpiece a copy in terra 
cotta of Carries Helleuse's Napoleon 
111, a photograph of Prince Louis with 
an atl'ectionate brotherly dedication, 
and another of his sister, the Princess 
Letitia. 

Tho weapons of which Prince Vic- 
tor has made so large and fine a col- 
lection are mostly family sovenira. 
Near the late Hmperor's sword is the 
broad ribbon of the Legion of Honor 
which he wore on his denth-bed. In 
one cabinet you see nothing hut cbali 
cea and altar plate of singularly inter- 
esting origin. They were from the 
Chapel of St. Helena. The Chaplain, 
Abbe Vignati, had been cbirged 
by Napoleon to deliver the holy 
vessels to the King of Home; 
but ho died before they reached 
him, and they subsequontly passed from 
hand to hand, till in 1840 the Duke of 
Padua heard of their existence at a 
pawnbroker's, and that, the time for 
redeeming thorn having elapsed, they 
were about tho bo sold. lie purchased 
them and presented them to Prince 
Victor. Among other curious personal 
mementoes of historical value are the 
plaster mask of Napoloou I., taken 
after death, to which a few heirs are 
Htill adhering, and the JapanoHe screen 
which Hudson Lowe granted him to 
separate his room in two and thus se- 
cure privacy of a "cabinet do toilette," 
tho riding whip of Maria Theresa, the 
tirst rattle os Louis XIV., a polichinelle 
in gold, and seal of Napoleon J. The 
Prince, who courteously shows these 
treasures, points oub the laid photo- 
graph of the Empress Eugenie, which 
ho values highly, perhaps on account 
of the very flattering dedication she 
has inscribed upon it. — London Gorr. 
S. Y. Hun, June the, 15.
